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Abstract of EP 1586341 (A2) 

An arrangement for administering an injectable 
product comprises a base (4,7), a container (1 ) for a 
product, which can be ejected via a needle using a 
piston (2), and a drive unit with a drive element (40). 
Damping members (42,50) exert a damping force 
when the piston is pushed forwards. 
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
